Armagh, Sept.5. Our Affizes ended laft Saturday, 
when James Pomerett and Margaret King, two of 
thofe who were indi€fed for the Murder ot the two 
Bailiffs that were killed at Middletown executing a 
Writ, ‘and who were in danger of being our-lawed 
for the fame, having furrendered themiclver, were 
now try’d and fairly acquitted. It appeared upon the 
Trial, that the faid Pomerett did his Endeavour to 
prevent the Murder of thofe two Bailiffs. | 

Phelfemy Donnelly was try’d and acquiited of the 
Murder of Henry Fitzfimons. It appear’d he went 
along with 2 Bailiffe with a lawfal Authority to arreft 
the faid Firzfimons for a juft Debt, who made his 
Efcape by Refcue after being taken, and was after- 
wards wounded with a Stone in the Purfuir, of which 
Wound hedied. > 

Another remarkable Trial happened of Daniel 
Quin and Patrick Hughes, who, with 4 others, were 
appointed . Bailiffs by the Sheriff to execute a Writ 
againft Ifaac Dunfhee: It appeared to rhe Jury, by 
good Circumftances, that he was taken and refcued, 
and afterwards recaken; and that in the Fray, Jofhua 
Dunfhee his Son, received a Wound, of which he 
languifhed fome Time and died, and the whole Party 
of 6 Men were all indicted for Murder, and were to 
be out-law'd ; but thofe 2 furrender’d themfelves, and 
as it fell out the Prifoners could have no Evidence in 
their Favour, and the Profecurors were the Parents 
and Brothers of the Decealed, who varied very much 
in their Teftimony: The Jury concluded there was a 
Refcue, which oecafioned the Quarrel wherein the 
faid Dunfhee was wounded, theretore they found rhe 
Prifoners at rhe Bar Not-Guilty of Murder. 

Mr. William Carlton was acquitted of the Indiét- 
ment for cartying away and marrying his Coulin 
Mrs. Alice Creighton.
